have all the advantage over the pri- 
vate -forest owner. 


Private forestry fails for the simple 


reason that it does.not pay. It does 
not pay because in1 most of the states, 
with all our talk' about conservation, 
t is burdened rather than encouraged. 
?he jman who plants for a corn or a 
vheat crop gets returns from Ills in- 
'estment in a year; the man. who 
plants for a tree crop need not look 
or returns under thirty or forty years, 
must often, in fact, leave them to in- 
definite futurity, to •posterity or to 
itrangers. 
In the meantime he is 


axed for his philanthropy. 
It is hardly to be wondered 
at, 


herefbre, 
that the nation and the 


tate are more successful in forestry 
ban the private owner. No doubt it 
s" well, since private forestry is not 
iuccessful, that the nation and some 
of the states are engaging in it ex- 
ensively. But let it not be believed 
that the individual IB less capable of 
raising trees than he is of raising 
grains or vegetables. The idea that 
le is not is simply one of the illusions 
of those who imagine that the govern- 
ment can do al things better than the
